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As we all struggle with social isolation and the inability 
to have our regular face to face meetings. An interim 
solution has been adopted by LARC, the on-line video 
conferencing tool ZOOM. 

ZOOM is free to all to use, but the free version has some 
limitations. For that reason, LARC has opted to up- 
grade to the paid version, which is still very cheap. 
ZOOM will help serve the clubs needs during this 
COV-19 pandemic, and possibly longer. 

ZOOM works on almost all devices, cell phones, Mac 
or PC computers, Tablets and Chromebooks. Connect- 
ing to a ZOOM meeting is as simple as clicking on the 
link in the email inviting you to the meeting. It may 
just open up a ZOOM window, or it may give you a few 
options on how you can join the meeting. Either way 
it’s only a click away. It may take you a few tries the 
first time to find out which of the options work best for 
you. 

While ZOOM may offer the club a way to have our 
meetings and maintain the club’s business, it has much 
more to offer us. Some of the ideas being discussed 
include Virtual tours of ham shacks, working group 
sessions on learning a new technology, helping new 
members with Exam prep, presentations and training 
sessions, tech support, or group projects. Even after life 
returns to normal after covid, we may continue to use 
ZOOM for members to attend regular meetings virtual- 
ly or for guest to present a topic. Many of the rural 
members may find it very helpful in bad weather or if 
we have issues with a location. 

Over the next many months the club will continue to 
expand its uses of ZOOM. It is easy to use and I 
encourage everyone to give it a try and join in on the 
regular meetings. The sooner we get comfortable using 
this technology the sooner we can return to at least a 
minimum level of club participation and operation. 
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US Wildfire Emergency Channels

has announced that two 60-meter channels have been 
made available, as necessary, for interoperability be- 
tween US Government stations and US amateur radio 
stations involved in emergency communications related 
to the wildland firefighting response in California, Ore- 
gon, and Washington, and to Hurricane Sally. 


These interoperability channels will remain active until 
the need for these channels no longer exists: 

¢ Channel 1 — primary voice traffic 5332 kHz channel 
center, 5330.5 kHz USB voice 

* Channel 2 — digital traffic 5348 kHz channel center, 
5346.5 kHz USB with 1.5-kHz offset to center of 
digital waveform.

WSJT-X 2.3.0-rcl offers the new modes FST4 and 
FST4W designed for use on the LF and MF bands FST4 
is for 2-way QSOs, and FST4W is for WSPR-like trans- 
missions. 

Both modes offer a range of options for T/R sequence 
lengths and threshold decoding sensitivities extending 
well into the -40 dB range. Early tests have shown 
these modes frequently spanning intercontinental dis- 
tances on the 2200 m and 630 m bands.

Former Dayton Hamvention Venue Hara Arena is 
Being Demolished 


Hara Arena, the former venue for Dayton Hamven- 
tion® and myriad sports, entertainment, and other 
presentations over the years, will soon be history. In 
the wake of a failed attempt to revitalize the tornado- 
damaged complex, officials in the city of Trotwood, 
Ohio announced plans last week to demolish the com- 
plex and rezone the property from commercial recrea- 
tion to light industrial. 

The city said the zoning change will allow manufac- 
turing, distribution centers, and call centers to establish 
their businesses in the area. The Hara complex and the 
surrounding real estate occupy some 128 acres, and 
had served as the venue for Dayton Hamvention from 
1964 until 2016. 

Over its six-decade history, Hara Arena hosted con- 
certs by performers that included the Rolling Stones 
and the Grateful Dead; it was also where hockey leg- 
end Wayne Gretzky played his first professional hock- 
ey game.
